Drastic revisions iri:tlie . constitution of McGill's male 
honour society — the Scarlet' Key — have been approved 
by the Students' Executive Council. 



The most radical change has 
been in the method of chooshig 
members. ' 

In the past, most members of 
the Society were nominated by 10 
fellow students, screened by a,slu- 
dent'faculty committee, and then 
elected by members of their fa- 
culty. Some half-dozen others were 
awarded honorary appointments. 

Under the new constitution, there 
are still two categories of men»- 
bersliip.; "selection" and honorary 
appointment. There will be no 
more elected members, 

SELECTIONS 

The Society's Membership Chair- 
man will call for nomhiations by 
means of leUers to all members 
of the Students' Executive Council,

Carving; and basket 
work from East Africa, leather 
work from Morocco, silver' and 
copper jewellery, and heavy wool 
scrapes from Mexico are a few 
of the exotic items offered: 

REPRESENTATIVE TREASURES 

The goods^ ire .'representative 
of their countries. Just as Cana- 
da's contribution will be the work 
of iiskimos'and Indians, 'French 
Canadians and Western cratU- 
men, so will Jordan be represent- 
ee by mother of pearl jewelry 
and. olive-wood carvings. India 
has sent horn carvings, ivory, and 



silk. The first treasure van featur- 
ed Indian goods, and since then 
they have .been exhibited yearly. 

The treasure van which visits 
McGill this week is one of three 
currently touring Canada.

PROPOSED POLICIES 

, Commenting :'on his ^- proposed 
policies, Moore said: I feel that 
Kingston is a good city but I also 
believe that it çan be a better 
city". In the past, he said, "only 
Mayor Mills and a few aldermen 
showed any restraint and good 
sens«. If Mayor Mills is given the 
right city council.

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Crime In Montreal 

LaU Friday afternoon Mayor Jean Drapeau 
returned from his "secret" mieuion to the Continent 
and immediately announced an, ambitious scheme 
■for the reorganization of the liontreaL- police force. 
Said Drapeau in a' specially convened press con- 
ference, "There "Will be a total effort against crime 
in which we will aini to remove" corruption, assure 
the greatest efficiency and achieve, the greatest pro- 
tection for the citizens." Mayor Drapeau said his 
first step in this all-out effort has been to recruit 
two veteran crime inveetigators from {Scotland Yard 
and the Paris Prefecture of ^lice. ■■ ■ . - .^ 

Drapeau's revelations came at the peak of one 
of the worst crime waves in Montreal's history. They 
also came exactly one month after the citizens of 
Montreal voted Drapeau and his Civic Party into 
City HalU It is gratifying to see thAt our new mayor 
is taking 'Steps to carry out some of his most out- 
spoken election pi-omiees ; It is ;even Tnore gratifying 
■ th'àt he' is giving first priority to the déplorable crime 
situation. . 

We believe a major factor behind the Montreal 
crinie problem is the general apathy..toward' immoir- 
ality tvhich exists among the citizeos and also, among 
public officers. This situation is'^sUeh'^tKat thé aver- 
age man on the street in Montreal has come to feel 
bank robberies and violence give the city a certain 
dignity — an added cosmopolitan flavor which 
makes Montreal the number-one metropolitan centre 
in Canada. ■ . . ^ ■ . 

In a panel discussion- :pn/Montreal crime held 
recently at the Law Faculty . here, a prominent 
Montreal journalist stated,' "I believe the police forcé 
Js weak because its members are- at the mercy of 
self-interested politicians. I believe it will stay weak 

• — and, indeed, grow weaker — as long as the police 
department's efficiency is determined by^backroom 
political deals. I believe that .many of the crimes 

-which shock the city could be halted, were it not 
for political intervention." 

The substance^" of . the foregoing statement is- 
widely 6Uspecte4''by;lor .is. familiar -to many of Mon- 
treal's ^upstanding citizens and editors of the city's 
newspapera^'But, in recent years, little or ho public 
commotion has been made about such corruption. 
. In the October election campaign, reformer Drapeau 
.hinted at the corruption ,and promised betterment 
if he. was elected.. . . . ^ 

Now Drapeau is in office. He has made a start. 
We believe his '^approach thejproper, one to be 
, used If the police fdrcè is to belftllSwld to operate 
freely without political strlnga attached. 

I For is it not true that the public morality is 
suided to a large extent by the morality of public 
off icejrs ? What right have we to expect a high level 

* of Jntegrity among the masses, if these people are 
.1 being governed by a corrupt administration. ■ Thé 

solution to such a problem must come through the 
example of the men in public office. A higher level 
of morality among these men is the first step on the 
path to strengthening the ethos of the citizens fit 
■large.,,", .. 

Montreal's crime situation' has- been -^permitted, 
to reach a stage puch; that the city is virtually In- 
fested with hardened criminals. As . The Mbntreal 
Gazette' said Saturday, "Extortion in Montreal has 
been refined to such an extent that many night club 
employees pay off merely to remain physically able 
to work." It is high time something was done about 
such a sordid .state of affairs. 

'We congratulate Maj'or Drapeau on taking a' 
positive step to clean uj) Montreal. And we hope 
' he has further constructive schemes up his sleeve, 
for when the new man from Paris arrives, he .will

The profound cultural 
theme of survival in "exile" 
ha« expressed itself for ccntu- 
rlM-itin^ways which . are not 
essential' prerequisites for the 
survival ot the Jew in Israel, or 
of the State itself. 

The immigrant has much to us-, 
learn with respect to his self- 
image and sense of idcntiUy. He 
must learn that life in Israel is 
not simply the expected repeti- 
tion of life in his country of ori- 
iln. Out of this inner conflict in 
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(he effort to sttperimpoievthe,réa' 
llty upon the -dreain' stems the 
faying of the disillusioned; "Is- 
rael is a wonderful country — 
t>ut not for Jews!" 

Because of the varied back- 
grounds of the newcomers, a 
wide rangs of responses to the 
Israeli envliomnent is evident, 
expressed in a multitude of ways 
from fayper-nostalgia for "the old 
country'', to fervent patriotism 



and contempt for- those who re- 
. ■ main imbedded in their original 
ethnic context. Differential ' rates 
•' of absorption both create and 
solve certain, problems of reha- 
bilitation. It was found that if one 
or two individuals in a close- 
knit ^roup could be taught the 
meanmg of life in the State, these 
would act as teachers and liai- ' 
sons between the old and the 
new. It was especially noticed 
that the youth of the country was 
instrumental in the socialization 
of their parents. Absorption me- 
' chanisms of most universal in- 
, fluence are. thus youth-oriented. 

Of the various types of absorp- 
. live frameworks and agencies, 
those which havc^the most stri- 
kinc effect arc the educational, 
system and the army. These 
agencies, according to Dr. S. El- 
scnstadt, chairman of the De- 
partment of Sociology at the He- 
brew University, create a unify- 
ing solidary framework for the 
whole society. 

Education 

The education l^stein aids' in* 
the development ' of the new 
Israeli culture in • two ■ major . 
ways. Education is compulsory 
imUI the age of fourteen — » 
rarity jn countries which accept 
even a somewhat comparable 
burden of immigration. Further- 
more, education in Israel is In- 
tegrated, meaning that, children 
from' different countries and 
LQ. levels, (resulting from lan- 
guage barriers, or non-literacy), 
are placed in the same class- 
room. The result of thif is that 
immigrant children learn new 
patterns of behaviour and fecl- 
/!n^ much more quickly. By 
mixing freely with the native- 
bom or already assimilated 
youngsters, they are made to 

■ feel much more a part of the 
national effort and entity. This 
has a dual effect; it creates a 
cultural conflict within families, 
yet at the same time bridges a 
cultural gap. 

The army can be considered 
v.as an extension of the education 
system, with the major diffe- 
rence that- the process of edu- 
cation in the army environment 
is less formal and more practi- 
cal in orientation. Furthermore, 
it has access to many Immi- 
grants which the schools are 
not in a position to approach. 
Jts impact Is all the more power- 
ful since new arrivals of the 
'Vrequiredi'age.-and physical con- 
"'^diuoht are:ildductcd and spend 

■ their 'first 2 or 2Vt years in 
Israel learning the language, 
history and values of the coun- 
try which they may have to de- 
fend. For some arrivals, this is 
the first and only time they 
will have any formal education. 
The very fact that immigrants 
are taken out of their own eco- 
logical setting and brought into 
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a new form of social' organiza- 
tion totally different from those 
to which they are accustomed, 
has a strong equalizing effect, 
upon recruits. 

Until recently^ one' of the 
maJor;> forms 'Of rehabilitating^ 
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immigrants was to incorporate 
them into the fabric of kibbutz 
life. This has proved success- 
r lui in <twoiway4:if intly.;>moving

It is a young citylitill, 
and in many ways a sim- 
ple one, for all;>its<;^aelf- 
conscious ele8rance.4'Its so- 
cial pretensions , still feel 
endèarinrOy provincial, if 
you spend an hour or two 
in the lobby of the Ritz- 
Garlton Hotel. Its snjart

their opposite numbers in 
New York, 81*6 often piti- 
ably overdressed. It istill 
seems . to cluster around 
-its docks and its railway 
lines : and for me it is 
the. bigness and rawness 
and brawniness of the 
place, far more than its 
charity balls and its Exis- 
tentialists, that save it 
from diligent mediocrity. -

bered best, of all the citi- 
zens of Montreal, the man 
who claimed to be haber- 
dasher to Mr Spurgeon. 
I have memories more ro- 
bust. If I were writing a 
poem about this city, I 
would commemorate a 
pair of dockers, both 
prickly and unkempt, one 
from Poland, one from 
Ireland, whom I met tak- 
ing their lunch break down 
by the quayside.

into a ready-made community, 
with complete assurance' of ele- 
mentary needs being fulfilled, 
constitutes a great source of 
securitv to the new Immigrants;, 
secondly, the influence of such 
a programme results in a va- 
luable form of reinforcement 
for the collective settlement mo- 
vements. Yet some critics claim 
that education towards commu- 
nal living is a mistake at a point 
in time : when Israel needs new 
social forms more suited to her 
present needs. 

Assimilation 

The policy of tiic nation, em- 
bodied in its "Law of Return", 
is to accept any Jew from any 
part of the world in any con- 
dition, .and make " for hbn a 
home in Israel This was felt 
by the indigenous population to 
be a mora] obligation of the 
first order, and the primary 
goal of the State once indepcn. 
dence was declaicd. Thus an 
atmosphere 'of acceptance was 
created which helped eliminate 
to a great extent the classic 
forms of hostility towards im- 
migrants evident .abnost any- 
where else in the world. 
' It is known that prejudice and 
stereotypic thinking exist in 
. Israel Myths and legends (not 
to mention Jokes) abound, con- 
cerning the supposedly inherent 
characteristics of Jews from 
various countries. Western>Eu- 
ropeans in Israel, for example, 
have sometimes been guilty of 
racist and "white man's burden" 
notions endemic to their coun- 
tries of origin. To them mem- 
bers of .-pre-Iitèrate or non-in- 
dustrial loeietles, Incorporate 
customs and values which they 



/ 

consider primitive and noxious 
particularly..' in people whom 
they must, accept as their own. 

,Yetiiwith/,lhe;i0'Stcmatlc and 
constànt^prèssttres'bf the sociali- 
zing agencies, opportunities for 
overt discrimination become less 
available. The schools, the youth 
movements, the army, the col- 
lective settlements, the mass me- 
dia — all have a powerful le- ' 
veiling influence. (Although it 
seems that radio and some of the 
arts in the 'country function to 
reaffirm the ethnic identification 
of Israel's many minorities.) 

As Western Europeans become 
increasingly affected by the qua- 
lity of the propaganda to which 
they are exposed — as Yemeni- 
tes, Iraquls, North Africans, be- 
come literate and otherwise ac- 
culturated. the strength of the 
common cultural: bond between 
one Israeli' and another is likely 
to increase. After all, hi a coun- 
try where over half the popula- 
tion has arrived within the past 
ten years, little leaway Is allowed 
for the emergence of a powerful 
social or cultural elite. Especial- 
ly is lliis true when it is remem- 
bered that the elite which exists 
is positively attuned to the moral 
necessity of creating and carry- 
hig out a pro-hnmigration policy.

To 
have a championship team, ap- 
proximately 30 wrestlers should be 
competing for the nine positions 
on the team that will compete at 
the Intercollegiate level. The pre- 
sent Redmen squad has scarcely 
more than a dozen candidates. 
\S'elghl classes are from 'l23 
pounds lo the heavyweight divi- 
sion. Any one interested m beco- 
ming a member of the squad 
need; only- show up at the prac- 
tices which are held every Tues- 
day and Thursday in the BWF- 
Room in the- gym. Freshmen are 
reminded that wrestling is one of 
the sports in which they can-ob- 
tain the full 20 points they re- 
quire.
